Although tornadoes may occur

any month in the year, when hot 
and cold air masses meet and 
start a twisting motion, we are 
prone to look upon March as the 
“ tornado month.” 
What are chances we take of 
being killed by a tornado, or ac­ 
tually seeing one in action in In­ 
diana? The chances of our tang­ 
ling with a tornado in a normal 
lifetime are slim indeed.

INDIANAPOLIS (Pi — Indiana’s 
1955 Legislature backed off from 
the two big questions that chron­ 
ically divide the city and rural 
legislators — time and reapportion­ 
ment. 
The voters will get a chance to 
say what time they want in the 
November election next year, but 
there’s no legal requirement that 
the 1957 Legislature needs to heed 
it. 
And the prospects of getting the 
1921 map of legislative districts 
in line with present distribution of 
population seem no better than 
they have been through the long 
years of deadlock.

The gov ernment has two main laws for mov ing 
against the Communist party : 
I. The Smith Act, passed in 1940 Under this the 
top party lead ers hav e been tried, conv icted and 
jailed for conspiring to teach v iolent ov erthrow of the 
gov ernment. 
2 Th e McCarran Act o f 1 950 Under this the gov ­ 
ern m en t is still try in g 
to force the party to register 
as a Moscow agent. This wouldn’t outlaw it. 
The gov ernment has been working since 1950 to 
carry out the McCarran Act. The case is in the 
courts now There will be no final answer until the 
Supreme Court giv es it. And that may not be until 
1956 
The outlaw act, passed last August, ov erlaps the 
McCarran Act in a number of places. The Commu­ 
nists now, in their court fight, are arguing the Mc­ 
Carran Act is unconstitutional. 
The 1 954 act was a hasty piece of legislation, 
thrown together on the floors of Congress just be­ 
fore the lawmakers quit for the y ear and went home 
to face the v oters in last Nov ember’s elections. Ev en 
though it say s ri? ht at the start that the purpose of 
the act is to “ outlaw” the party , the act itself pro­ 
v ides no machinery for doing so. 
What it does say is that the party is not a political 
party but a conspiracy to ov erthrow the gov ernment 
and therefore is “ not entitled to any of the rights and 
priv ileges” that can be claimed by “ legal” bodies. 
What rights and priv ileges? For one thing, the act 
said Communists could not appear on the ballot in 
an election for federal office. That apparently was 
not a problem in the 1954 election. 
Under the act a union found to be Communist-run 
can be depriv ed of the benefits any union has through 
action of the National Labor Relations Board.

There has been a rather silly 
situ ation where indu stry competes 
for the produ ct of the Univ ersity , 
namely the college gradu ate, y et 
has fou ght appropriations aimed 
at pay ing teachers enou gh to keep 
them on the job and to prov ide 
su pport for ou r institu tions of high­ 
er learning. 
Open Handed Gift 
Made By Indu stry 
A change is taking place. For 
instance, General Motors, a con­ 
cern with thou sands of workers in 
Indiana, nationally has a new $2 
million a y ear program to aid edu ­ 
cation. It is an open handed pro­ 
gram. When it gets to rolling, it 
will offer 1,400 fou r y ear college 
scholarships in 306 colleges and u n­ 
iv ersities. No strings are attached. 
Gradu ates do not hav e to work for 
General Motors. There is a grow­ 
ing list of other donations to high­ 
er edu cation on the part of indu s­ 
try w'ell u pwards of the one mil­ 
lion mark. 
A recent su rv ey showed that of 
33,500 
bu siness 
ex ecu tiv es 
con­ 
tacted, 7 1% of them were gradu ­ 
ates of priv ate colleges and u ni­ 
v ersities. 
Indiana has ov er two 
dozen of these priv ate or chu rch 
iWpported small colleges that db 
not get a cent of the tax dollar. 
They carry ov er half of the load 


of prov iding higher edu cation for 
Hoosier y ou ths. 
Priv ately Su pported 
Colleges Are The Best 
Dr. Sparks contends that it is 
not only the American free enter­ 
prise way for these priv ately en­ 
dowed colleges to operate bu t that 
it is cheaper to do it that way 
than to su pport them by tax dol­ 
lars. 
Dr. Robert E. Wilson, chairman 
of Standard Oil Co. (Indiana) said: 
“ If ou r priv ate colleges are not 
kept going, a fu rther bu rden will 
be pu t u pon tax pay ers to bu ild 
larger tax -su pported institu tions, 
and ou r edu cational sy stem will 
hav e lost mu ch in v igor and inde­ 
pendence.”

Nursery Stock Surplus 
Av ailable To Farmers 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — A surplus 
of more than fiv e million trees is 
still av ailable at state nurseries, 
say s E. J . Lott, Purdue Univ ersity 
ex tension forester. 
Deadline for adv ance orders is 
March 25. Farmers who are inter­ 
ested 
can 
procure 
application 
forms from their county ag ent, any 
district forester, or the forestry ex - 
j tension office at Purdue. 
Prim aly ’ 
purposes 
for 
which 
these trees are made av ailable 
each y ear are timber production, 
windbreaks, Christmas trees, and 
I erosion 
control. 
They 
must be 
planted in rural areas, outside city 
or town limits, and may be pur­ 
chased only in quantities of 50 or 
more of any one species. 
Bald cy press, European larch, 
red oak. cottonwood, red g um, tu­ 
lip poplar, stratified walnuts, and 
white, pitch, jack, scotch, v irg in­ 
ia shortleaf, and red pine are 
among the v arieties still av ailable 
at the nurseries. 
If help is needed in determining 
what, where, and how to plant, 
farmers should contact their coun­ 
ty ag ent, nearest ex tension forest­ 
er, or write to the forestry depart­ 
ment at Purdue and ask for ex ­ 
tension circular 306 , “ Trees For 
Reforestation in Indiana.” 


A piece of corrug ated cardboard 
big enoug h to cov er the bottom of 
the nest and placed underneath the 
nesting materials will g iv e eg g s a 
soft place to land when laid, say s 
the poultry department at Purdue 
Univ ersity . This will be true ev en 
thoug h hens hav e scratched most 
of the nesting material out of the 
nest. Number of broken eg g s can 
thus be reduced. The corrug ated 
cardboard is easily replaced if it 
becomes torn or dirty . 


Mo st In d ian a 
Farms Need in g 
Mo re Limesto n e 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — “ We can’t 
g et farmers to use enoug h lime­ 
stone. As a whole, production suf­ 
fers more from under-liming than 
from ov er-liming . An inv estment in 
limestone is one of the most prof­ 
itable inv estments a farmer can 
make,” stated Dr. J . B. Peterson, 
head of the ag ronomy department 
at Purdue Univ ersity , at the recent 
Northwestern Indiana Soil Fertility 
Conference at Columbia City . 
Purdue’s bulletin No. AY 124 pre­ 
sents an up-to-date study on lim­ 
ing Indiana soils by Dr.-Stanley 
A. Barber of the ag ronomy de­ 
partment at Purdue, who states 
that “ liming the soil to PH 6 .5 and 
then maintaining it at this lev el by 
restoring ev ery four or fiv e y ears 
and reliming as needed will usual­ 
ly be the most profitable long ­ 
time method of liming .” 
Fineness of lime and amount of 
limestone to appply can be best 
determined by hav ing a lime re­ 
quirement test made on the soil. 
Roy Bronson of Purdue states that 
limestone requirements as well as 
the PH requirements may be de­ 
termined in the new Purdue soil 
test. 
Emphasizing the results of Bar­ 
ber’s ex tensiv e studies, Peterson 
asserted that “ the finer the par­ 
ticles, the g reater the surface area 
and thus the faster the rate of re­ 
action.” Barber also found that, in 
soils containing a g reater amount 
of clay and org anic matter, “ there j 
are more hy drog ens to replace and 
more lime is required.” 
Pu rd u e Bu lletin 
No. AY 124 con- J 
tains this brief discussion of the 
function 
of 
lime: 
“ Ag ricultural] 
liming materials, containing cal­ 


cium and mag nesium, are applied 
to acid soils to replace the hy dro­ 
g en of these soils. This in turn 
raises the PH. Most afield crops 
need an adequate supply of calci­ 
um and mag nesium for max imum 
g rowth. 
“ Liming materials also hav e sev ­ 
eral indirect benefits. They help 
to make soil phosporous and soil 
nitrog en more av ailable. They aid 
in the improv ement of soil struc­ 
ture. They reduce both hy drog en 
activ ity and aluminum activ ity in 
the scil so that neither is tox ic in 
the plant. 
“ Clay and org anic matter in the 
soil hold hy drog en, potassium, cal­ 
cium and mag nesium. When the 
soil is acid, there is a predomin­ 
ance of hy drog en. By liming the 
soil we replace hy drog en w-ith cal- 
■ cium and mag nesium, which are 
needed for increased crop y ields. 
“ Liming acid soil is hig hly prof­ 
itable. Ex periments show that ap- 
j plications of 1.5-tons and 3-tons 
I maintained g ross returns for IO to 
j 15 y ears. The returns from the 3- 
ton rate were maintained at a 
much hig her lev el than with the 
1.5-ton rate. The 12-ton applica­ 
tion. which neutralized the soil 
completely ,maintained the results 
for 20 y ears and g av e the g reatest 
annual returns.” 


March is the last month for or­ 
dering trees from the state nurser­ 
ies for spring planting , according 
to information from the forestry 
department at Purdue Univ ersity . 
If y ou plan to plant any trees this 
spring , g et an order blank from 
y our county ag ricultural ag ent and 
send it in immediately . 


A tip from the horticulture de­ 
partment 
at 
Purdue 
Univ ersity 
say s that lawn g rasses seeded in 
March will be able to take adv an­ 
tag e of April showers. When buy -1 
ing g rass seed, blueg rass is best. 
Read the seed tag to be sure y ou j 
buy g rass seed and not weed seed. 


Cows Born Early 
Iii Year Are Worth 
More Money Later 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — “ Calv es 
that make the most money for 
farmers are born in J anuary , Feb­ 
ruary , and March,” say s Henry 
May o, ex tension animal husbandry - 
man at Purdue Univ ersity . 
May o say s that calv es are worth 
$10 more (at present prices) for 
each month earlier they are bom 
in the y ear. In other words, a calf 1 
bom in J anuary is worth $10 more 
than one born in February , $20 
more than one in March, and so 
on. 
# 
# 
This economic adv antag e, May o 
thinks, comes from taking adv an­ 
tag e of certain natural stag es of | 
the 
calv es’ 
dev elopment. 
Early 
calv es are able to utilize all of 
the milk produced by their moth­ 
ers, and are big enoug h to start 
eating g rass as soon as it becomes 
av ailable. Also, calv es tan be de-1 
homed and castrated before they 
are turned out on pasture, which 
is easier on the calv es, is easier 
for the farmer to do, and av oids 
fly troubles that would hav e to be 
reckoned with later on. 
To take adv antag e of early calv - j 
ing , farmers should plan to keep 
bulls away from the cow herd un-; 


til 
the 
breeding 
season 
beg ins 
sometime after April I. This means 
that strong fences will be needed 
around the ex ercise lots. 
May o points out that while the 
av erag e number of beef cows on 
Indiana farms 
av erag ed 102,000 
during the 19 35-39 period, there 
were 318 ,000 beef cows in Indiana 
on J anuary I of this y ear. These 
increased numbers mean increased 
competition in producing beef at 
the lowest possible price. There­ 
fore, one of the most important 
wats to increase returns from the 
beef cow herd is to plan for calv es 
to come early in the y ear.

SALT LAKE CITY 
— The 
threat of clouds and snow were 
added to the hazard of tricky moun­ 
tain air currents today for pilots 
aloft for the fifth straight day in 
search of a plane missing with 
four men and a boy. 
Meanwhile, the Air Force pon­ 
dered whether to wait for warmer 
weather 
and

lanche dangers before trying to 
remove the bodies of five men 
from the dangerous slopes of Mt. 
Timpanogos, some 30 miles south 
of here. 
A party of climbers, gambling 
their lives to climb the 11,750-foot 
peak late Saturday, found three of 
the bodies below the crest with 
the wreckage of the B-25 bomber 
that carried them to their deaths 
Wednesday 
night.

Great Falls Air Force Base, Mont. 
They left the bodies there. 
And Air National Guard officials 
began probing the crash of an F-86 
Sabre Jet fighter that plunged into 
a canyon east of here while on a 
training flight Sunday, killing its 
pilot. 
Object of the continuing search 
w?as a twin-engine Beechcraft that 
disappeared Wednesday evening on 
a flight from Chicago to Arcata, 
Calif. It could be down anywhere 
between Fort Bridger, Wyo., where 
it was last heard from, and Salt 
Lake City, its next stop. Search 
leaders believed it w as down in an 
80-mile stretch of the spiny Was­ 
atch Mountain range.

broker Robert J. Willis; his son 
Jacques, 9; pilot George Dott, 37,
